The fiisi decoration ever to l)c given 
hy llic flepubllc of Czechoslovakia to 
a cilizon of Canada was the occasion 
for an Inleresling ceremony .Saturday 
when Dr, William Caldwell, head of 
the fJepartmeni of I'hilosophy at .Mi-- 
Glll. received the diploma and insignia 
of the Order of Offic«ir of the White 
Lion from General Consul Kvclon, act- 
ing on behalf of the Tresident of Cze- 
choslovakia, 

fJi the presence of a di.-uiiiKiiihIicd 
Katluring, Consul Kvotoii .spoke of the 
Kreal .services of Ui. Canip'jell In the 
mailer of true intcllcclual und mural 
co-pperallon between Czechoslovak 
people and the oulsido world. Wy his 
lectures in Brillsh universities, in the 
unlvcrsilles of Pralia, Uni», and IJra- 
tisiava. as W'jII a.s hl.s lectures In Can- 
ada on various occasions, and by Ills 
contributions lo tho public pre.s.i In 
Kuropo and in Canada, ho has helped 
to make Czechoslovakia'.*! national and 
Intcrn.'ttionnI altlliidc :;known to the 
public of the world;' si aied the Consul. 
Tlie diploma was then presented atid 
tho iiiediil pinned on, while M, Kvolon, 
after the manner of his countrymen, 
embraced the newly created Officer 
of tho White Lion twice, 

Dr, Caldwell's speech follows in 
part: 

"I ilii «iMply sensible of the great 
honor that, has been conferred upon 
me, through his representative here, 
by tho President of the Czechoslovak 
Republic, - 

"I am aware of course of the fact, 
and I ÎUI1 supported by It, that this 
honor is at the some time on act of 
liomnse and appreciation to my coun- 
try and to my Unlvorsltj'.

"And In ■ thanking through you, .Mr, 
Consul, all those li ieiicis in your coun- 
try who have so generously accorded 
to my wlfç:ajid myself so many op- 
portunities and fncllities for getting 
to know the grpat new life of Czecho- 
slovakia, 1 wi^'ll if I may, to thank, 
here and now. all tho.se associates and 
friends in Canada wlio have helped me 
lo understand its real spirit, and lo

7'h 
tory la a history not of the. emergence 
f Ideas themselves but of the human 
nk between Ihe Ide.T." utid their pro 
gcnltors. We see the vast forces that 
forever operate In human relations 
corverglng ng ono or Iwo characters 
certain ages, str'kc them down or 
.lI^e Ihem to eesUisy .iccordlng to 
heir fibre or circumstances, undergo 
motamorphoslB In their minds and 
finally emerge as the studied and tried 
convictions of man's relation to the 
universe. 

re^v will read "The Ptorj- of Philo- 
sophy" without changing their attl- 
tudi! inward life and death and wlth- 
iiil reaiUIng that in philo.sophy lies

country in Europe has over had. 

"I have boon much Improssod again, 
Mr. Consul, to think for a moment of 
somo of the happenings o£ the Itisl 
month or two, by tho wise, opcii- 
mllfded, and constructive attitude ta- 
ken by your country and ' Us leaders, 
to some of the newer movements In 
rOurope that are now ;icciulrlng, for 
various reasons, such momentum and 
such importance. I refer to' sùcli thiiigs 
as the movement towards a United 
States of Europe taken up at the re- 
cent Pan -European: Congress at Vien- 
na, and tho movement towards a re- 
duction, all round, in tho tariff barriers 
between the peoples of lilurope, repre- 
sented .It the recent international 
Conference of Bani<ers. Tlieso great 
projucts still rcciulrc the most carer., 
ful handling and management. If tlie 
achievements of the la.sl few years 
are, not lo he altogether overthrown. 
In regard lo them the temperate and 
tho coiislructlve attitude of Czecho- 
slovakia will be Just as valuable to the 
world as has been her careful altitude 
towards tho widely talked of proposl- 
tlim of a IJanubl.'in Confeder.illon, a 
sort of 'Locarno' for all ths new Bal- 
kan States. ,'. 

"I cannot sit down, Mr. Consul, and 
ladles and gentlemen, ivlthout ex- 
pressing iny sense as a (,'anadlan of 
the benefit that has Providentially ac- 
corded to Czechoslovakia during n.ll 
those stormy years since 1915, when 
people all began lo see how the AV.ir 
would have to end — owing to the ox-. 
Istence and tho activity, for her of a 
man like her great President— In llie 
eyes of many .almost the grand old 
man of Europe, anil leriainly one of 
Us most majestic figures. Us saviours, 
its guarantors, of tho new order In 
whli li we all believe.

transmit, now and then, something of 
It to that Old World to which wo all 

owe HO much. 

"And now .Mr. Consul, as one who 
has been again Intimately taken Into 
the life of your country, may 1 ex- 
press here the admiration and the con- 
fidence that in common with others 
who know your country, I feel In look 
Ing back over the past eight years of 
Its separate life as a Republic, as one 
of the Succession States. Czechoslo- 
vakia has now established Itself se- 
curely in both a national and Inter 
national regard. It has abundantly 
shown Itself to bo iy] ^Impiortant and 
constant force for rëintogfatio'n, and 
for progress, and for peace. In Europe. 
Having been, with the help of my dear 
wife, all over your oountrj-, l.can tes 
tify again, as I have often sought to 
do, to tho remarkable political and 
financial and social and educational 
and industrial work that has been nc 
oompllahed since 1918. And this work 
Is stilt going on. It Is Indeed now 
since, owing to the energy and the 
resourcefulness and the freedom-lov- 
Ing splrlt of the Czech people, Czecho 
Slovakia has been frequently talked 
of as tho 'bright spots' In the some 
what arrested life of struggling and 
slowly recovering Europe. T am glad, 
indeed, to read in recent despatches 
that, all things considered, the Ilepub 
lie of Czechoslovakia has today every 
reason to be Batlsfied— In an économie 
regard— with general conditions nnd 
results, as they stood at the end of 
tho year 1320. 

'I rejoice. Sir, that the new Cze- 
choslovakia Oovernmunt of last Octo 
ber has already to Us credit several 
important coalescing and co-operative 
features. Not tho least of these from 
both a national and an International 
point of view, is that of Iho inclusion 
of two Germans In the Cabinet of the 
country, tho one as Minister of Justice 
nnd the other as Mlnlster'bf Labor. I 
certainly rejoice thafthb co-operation 
of Germans and Czechs In Czechoslo- 
vakia is at least In keeping with "the 
movement of Kcconclllatlon and Co 
operation represented to 11» all by the 
words Locarno, Geneva, and Thoiry, 
One is glad to note, too, that two mem- 
bers of tho Slovak Popular Party have 
also been' taken Into tho Cabinet of 
Czechoslovakia, to work there with 
Germans and others for tho welfare 
of tho country as a'wliole. 

"I was portlcularly impressed. Sir, 
last Sertombor at Geneva, ns I have 
been for years In lalicing to statesmen 
and polltlclsts in different places, by 
the obvious welKht attached to tho al 
titudo of Czechoslovakia as a consoll 
dating and llborallalng force In tho in 
ternational affairs of Buroiio. I am 
.quite aware, of course; how ' muo,li of
